Haym Salomon 
(1740 - 1785) 
American Patriot 

F-4\HE victory achieved by the colonies in the War for In- 

dependence was not won alone by the musket and 
fire of the patriots of 1776. There were other patriots, the 
men behind the war who financed the Revolution and made 
it possible for George Washington to lead his bedraggled 
army to victory and a nation to liberty. Haym Salomon was 
one of those heroes, and his story is one every American 
should know. 

He was born in Lissa, Poland. He received an excellent 
education and mastered several languages. At thirty, a 
well-to-do merchant, he emigrated to the shores of liberal 
America and settled in New York. Here he established 
himself in business and prospered. A lover of liberty, he 
aligned himself with the colonists in their grievances 
against England. The British arrested him as a spy and 
charged him with receiving orders from General Washing- 
ton and attempting to burn the British fleet in the harbor 
and destroy their storehouses. He was court-martialed and 
sentenced to death. But because of his wide knowledge of 
languages, a Hessian commander spared his life and ap- 
pointed him purveyor for the officers. 

But Salomon continued to work secretly for the Ameri- 
can cause in the enemy’s camp. He assisted patriot pris- 
oners held in New York to escape, and created dissension 
among the Hessian officers, prompting many of those mer- 
cenary soldiers to desert. For this he was arrested and 
again sentenced to be shot, but he escaped to Philadelphia. 
There he joined Robert Morris in the task of financing the 
Revolution. He raised large sums of money, poured his own 
fortune into the treasury, and cdilected other funds to buy 
guns and food for the soldiers. 

When the war was over, he was an impoverished man. 
He set up a brokerage business and soon recouped some of 
his losses. He continued to make huge loans to the new 
and struggling nation, and supported any public servant 
in want. This practice finally impoverished him. He re- 
mained a loyal Jew, donating large sums to charity. In the 
prime of his life he died, leaving his wife and children penni- 
less. To Haym Salomon truly belongs the title of Ameri- 
can Patriot.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I would appreciate information on the 
meaning of the following family name: Kalvarijsky (Rus- 
sian), from Odessa. I understand that the name originated in 
the small town of Kalvarya—BENJAMIN KALVER, Bronx, 
N.Y. 

KALWARYJSKI is indeed a geographical name derived 
from the town of Kalwarya in the government of Suwalki, Po- 
land. The population of Kalwarya was 80 per cent Jewish and 
so to distinguish it from all the many localities of the same 
name this particular town was long and officially known as 
Kalwarya Zydowska (Jewish Kalwarya).

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I am interested in learning the mean- 
ing of the name, Pick. The family bearing this name 
originated in Bohemia—SAMUEL H. ABRAMSON, White 
Plains, N. Y. 

PICK is a very popular and distinguished family name in 
Czechoslovakia and_has spilled over from there to Germany 
and Eastern Europe. It is an adaptation of the Bohemian (and 
Polish) term Byk, meaning a bull. As is to be expected the name 
has no connection with any livestock but is a symbol or byname 
of the Hebrew name Joseph. The allusion is derived from a 
passage in the Bible (Deut. 33, 17) in which Joseph’s “glory” is 
likened to “a young bullock”. This reference is the clue to the 
name Pick, or Byck. In search of a family name many Jews 
named Joseph took the name Schorr (Hebrew) or Byck (Pick) 
as their appellation. Exceptionally the name Pick may also 
indicate a native of Picardy, a French province whence a group 
of Jews migrated to Central Europe in the 14th century. This 
however is the exception. The rule is as above, .

Hie May Manufacture Chairs 
But Slotkin Seldom Sits Stall

E MAY be a chair manufacturer, but Stanley S. Slotkin, Los Angeles businessman an@ philan- 

thropist, isn’t a fellow to sit on his laurels. 

The latest twist in his fabulous career came recently when Slotkin presented St. Louis university, 

St. Louis Cathedral, the City Art Museum and the Kenrick seminary each with an illuminated 16th 
century manuscript from a Spanish choir book valued at $1,000 a page. 


Slotkin, president of the Abbey 
Rents company, a chair concern 
with international interests, was 
in Seville, Spain, last fall to help 
modernize a chair factory. Work- 
men ,excavating for placement of 
new machinery, broke into a sub- 


terranean chamber’ containing 
two old choir books.

CHAIR-MOGUL Slotkin, realiz- 
ing the value of the discovery, 
didn’t hesitate. He and his wife 
were enroute to a Majorca resort, 
so they stuffed the 25 by 36 inch 
pages into bundles of soiled 
clothing and mailed them home. 

The move was successful. Sev- 
eral West Coast institutions, as 
well as the St, Louis beneficiaries 
have received pages from the 
valuable choir books. Experts 
believe they were used at the 
Cathedral of Seville. 

Slotkin’s adventure with the 
choir books is, so to speak, mere- 
ly whipped cream on the pudding 
of his career. Probably his most 
well-known and sensational feat 
occurred a couple of years ago. 
At that time he created quite a 
sensation throughout the country 
when he exhibited, through vari- 
ous charitable organizations, a 
Russian-made Pobeda automobile 
he had smuggled from behind the 
Iron Curtain. How he hid it ina 
basement in Helsinki, Finland, 
while waiting to load it on a ship 
makes quite a cloak and dagger 
story in itself.

THE PROBLEM which is so 
upsetting to Mrs. B. is one which, 


unfortunately, has been faced by 
many parents who find their sons 
or daughters casting or drifting 
away from religious values which 
are of paramount importance to 
the parent. It is of course true 
that an adult—particularly after 
marriage—has the right to lead 
his own life and make his own 
decisions about his religious ob- 
ligations. 

But the considerate, loyal son 
or daughter hesitates before do- 
ing anything, even if he has the 
right to do it, which will distress 
his parents needlessly, or which 
will sever or weaken family ties 
and identification with one’s her- 
itage. If Mrs. B’s daughter felt 
that strict kashrut were morally 
wrong, we would expect her to 
obey the dictates of her consci- 
ence even if there were a sharp 
clash with her parents’ point of 
view.

HAD lunch recently with a 

professional im Jewish life 

’ who has a history of work with 

Jewish organizations which cer- 

tainly qualifies him to make in- 

telligent comment on the state of 
Jewish life in the U.S. 

Unlike this chair, he took the 
position, from which I was un- 
abie to dislodge him, that what- 
ever “return” there had been a 
few years age to Judaism was 
now being dissipated. 

He said that the “country club” 
Jews—and that kind of attitude 
—were beginning to dominate 
US. Jewry, and that although by 
now Jews were resigned to giving 
funds, they did not any longer 
give service. 

He recited the difficulties of 
securing leadership, and he 
quoted tep Jewish educators to 
the effect that our Jewish educa- 
tion system was hopelessly in- 
competent. 

* * * 

I MADE THE points you've 
read here so many times already. 
And I tried to show him that in 


order to prove the direction of. 


Jewish life in the U.S. he had to 
compare its strength and loyalty 
in the early 1930s with what it 
is today. 

Even in the field of Jewish edu- 
cation, where he brought up the 
difficulty of securing adequate 
teachers and the faulty curricu- 
lum, etc., I said he erred because 
he was comparing a Jewish edu- 
cation system of 25 years ago, 
which was still being fed by 
teachers from Europe, with one 
of today, which is almost wholly 
being managed by American-bred 
teachers. 

For several days after that 
lunch, I tried to divine what it 
was that made this man who was 
working for a Zionist organiza- 
tion so sure that U.S. Jewish life 
was on the downpath. 


I FINALLY decided that he 
was sifting all the negative and 
even the positive factors through 
his own outlook and this outlook, 
a very ‘honest one was colored by 
the attitude prevalent in the 
formative years of his youth. 

It so happens that this is one 
Jewish professional whe has a 
wholly adequate Jewish back- 
ground.-I heard him make a short 
talk, and he quoted the talmud, 
and then argued with a Hebrew 
teacher about it later. He had 
studied at the teachers institute 
of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary. 

But when he was a young man, 
the attitude was one of disbelief, 
and that attitude has persisted. 
When he went to college, most 
people were ridiculing not only 
the idea of a just arid merciful 
God. It was the kind of thinking 
which said there was no love, it 
was all sex. 

as . « 

THEREFORE HE cannot un- 
derstand that the young people of 
today, who are being reared in 
an atmosphere of faith, will be 
different than he is, and will be 
good Jews almost naturally. 

No one knows for sure about 
the survival of Judaism in the 
U.S., or whether that Judaism will 
be truly creative or a sterile kind 
of ceremonialism. 

But the direction in which we 
are going is clear, even if we 
haven’t picked up too much mo- 
mentum over the time when the 
facts all pointed to a gradual 
distintegration of Jewish life in 
America, The momentum how- 
ever will be geometric rather 
than arithmetic and will be so 
swift that those who are carried 
along by and with it will be be- 
wildered. It will take their chil- 
dren and their children’s children 
to be able to tell what happened.

SEEN AS IRRESPONSIBLE REPORTING 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

Your issue of Feb. 11, which 
gave wide coverage to the rally ef 
Orthodox Jewry to protest the 
maltreatment of Israeli Jews, is 
an affront to the countless mil- 
lions of Jews who died at the 
hands of Nazi persecutors, and a 
libellous display of irresponsible 
news reporting. 

While I do not desire to engage 
in any vituperative tirade con- 
cerning the merits of the meet- 
ing, or to answer abuse with in- 
vective, I cannot refrain from 
pointing out some facts concern- 
ing the rally which were omitted 
by the paper. 

1. The caption to your front 
page picture boldly reads, “used 
in inflammatory poster.”

2. The lead article about the 
meeting was a crude re-write of 
a similar article in the anti-Zion- 
ist New York Times, which sup- 
ports the peaceful Arab-loving 
American Council for Judaism, 
Your article falsely asserts that 
the meeting was not orderly, for 
among the more than 3,500 people 
who attended the rally only four 
people (who obviously did not 
sympathize with the orthodox) 
were evicted.

It is indeed heartening and 
stimulating to see our local high 
school teen-agers tackling prob 
lems of deep meaning to them as 
Jews, Our young people across 
the country should receive more 
stimulation and examples from 
Jewish adult groups along these 
lines.

Lucille S. Miller of Bethel, who 
has made anti-semitism a_busi- 
ness, has been ordered committed 
to the Brattleboro Retreat for 
examination as to her sanity by 
Judge Ernest W. Gibson, U. S. 
circuit court justice.
